April 3.— The compromise 
proposal of tho railroads on tho rate 
question was transm itted to tho legis 
Inturn by tho conference committee, 
to gether with a 2-cent. passenger fare 
hill. 
Tho report was received w ith ­ 
out comment and tho 2-cont bill passed 
without argum ent, only four votes bo­ 
ing cast against 
tho bill 
in each 
branch 
of the legislature. “ In 
onch 
house it was simply a case of calling 
th e roll on the passage of the bill. 
T h e report reviewed tho work of the 
committee, tho various m eetings held 
and the action taken at each, Included 
the offer 
of a compromise 
received 
from tho railroads. 
It wound up to 
recom m ending the 
2-cont bill. 
Th*' 
report contained the proposals w h im 
the com m ittee had been given to un­ 
derstand would be m ade and the writ­ 
ten 
proposal received 
Monday. 
As 
the proposal received w’n,s not what 
was expected tho comm ittee reported 
that it could 
not recomm end 
accept­ 
ance and In the sam e sentence recom ­ 
m ended tho passage of th e 2-ccnt rate* 
bill 
T he provisions of the bill as parsed 
are as follows: 
“ Section I. 
No 
railroad company 
owning, operating or using a line of 
railroad within, or partly within, the 
state of Minnesota, shall charge or col­ 
lect more than 2 cents per mile for 
carrying, over 
its road on any 
trip. 
wholly within this state, any p a sse n ­ 
ger of twelve years of age or over, to­ 
gether with 
baggage not 
exceeding 
150 pounds in weight, or more th an I 
cent per mile for any such passenger 
under twelve years of age. together’ 
with baggage not exceeding seventy- 
five pound* In weight. 


Penalty for V iolating the Law. 


"Section 2. 
Any railroad company. 
or any officer, agent or representative 
thereof, 
who shall 
violate any 
pro­ 
vision of this act. shall be guilty of a 
felony, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a fine of not ex­ 
ceeding $5,WO or by imprisonment in 
th e state prison for a period not ex­ 
ceeding five years, or by 
both such 
fine and Imprisonment. 
"Section 8. 
This act shall ta k e ef­ 
fect and be in force from and after the 
first day of May. 1907.” 
T he sen ate passed under suspension 
of rules H. F. No. 
TTO, which autho­ 
rizes county boards to bufy old sol­ 
diers and sailors, veterans of th e Civil 
or Spanish-Arneriean wars, at an ex­ 
pense of not to exceed $50, the coun­ 
ties to be reimbursed by the state. 
Senator Patrick F itzp atrick ’s initia­ 
tive and referendum bill, which was 
th e special order 
of business in the 
se n a te ,' failed of 
passage 
by two 
votes, tho vote 
being 30 
ayes and 
25 nays. 
A majority vote being neces­ 
sary for its passage, and as 32 consti­ 
tutes a majority it failed to pass. 
Tho 
senate in 
com m ittee of 
tim I 
whole, with Senator P. IT Sundberg of 
Kennedy presiding, reported only one 
bill for passage. 
This was Senator TO. 
IT. Canfield’s bill. S. F. No. 329, which 
provides for an appropriation of $200,- 
000 for each of the next two years to 
aid in building and repairing bridges 
and constructing and 
repairing high­ 
ways in the state, the money to be ex­ 
pended under the supervision of th " 
county boards of the counties in which 
the im provem ents are made. 


Tonnage Tax Bill Killed. 


T h e tonnage tax bill was killed in 
th e house. 
The a rgu m en ts 
against 
th e injustice of placing a special tax 
on one comm unity 
and one industry 
won out against the argum ent for get­ 
ting something for the state and th e 
appeals to “hit the steel tru st.” 
The 
vote w as close, there being fifty-one 
for the bill and fifty-eight against. 
T he bill was probably the most Im­ 
portant 
before the 
legislature, not 
only because of tho am ount directly 
Involved, this being probably $1,500.- 
000 per year on the present output, 
but because it affected 
the develop­ 
m ent of the whole n orthern port of 
the state. 
Tile agitation for a tonnage tax was 
started immediately after the adoption 
of the wide-open tax am endm ent last 
fall. 
A tonnage tax bill providing a 
25 c e rt tax was introduced by P. H. 
Jefferson of Bingham 
L ak e and a n ­ 
other r> arriding a 10-eent tax was in­ 
troduced 
by IT. O. TI Jorge 
of I,ake 
Park. 
Later they combined on a 1.0- 
eent tax bill, then a 5-cent tax bill and 
lastly in a bill 
classifying the ores, 
those below' 49 per cent cf iron being 
♦axed as at present and those above 
being subjected 
to a c r d ’.ated

ranging from 2 to 7 cent

Chicago, April 3.— Tho most Intense 
Campaign in municipal 
politics that 
Chicago 
has 
expert* need in 
m an y 
years 
closed with 
the election 
of 
Frederick A. Btisse, 
the Republican 
candidate for mayor, over E dward F. 
Dunne, his Democratic rival and a c a n ­ 
didate for re-election, by a plurality of 
13,121. 
T h e total vote for m ayo r follows: 
Busso, Rep., 104,839; Dunne, Dem., 
151,718; Brubaker, Prohibition, 6,875; 
Koop, Socialist, 13,459. 
T he issues 
in th e campaign 
have 
been largely based upon the im prove­ 
m e n t of the 
local t m et Ion 
systems. 
Both parties were agreed that present 
conditions were Intolerable, but dif­ 
fered as to the best method to 'b o e m ­ 
ployed in revising them. 
The Demo­ 
cratic party, beaded by Mayor Dunne, 
stood for im m ediate municipal o w ne r­ 
ship through 
condemnation of 
tho 
street, ear 
companies, if the 
result 
could not 
be obtained in any 
other 
way. 
The Republican party favored 
ordinances th a t w e re recently passed 
by a Democratic city council over the 
veto 
of Mayor 
Dunne. 
T hese 
o r­ 
dinances 
provided 
for 
twenty-year 
franchises for the street car co m p a­ 
nies, the city retaining the right to 
purchase the system s for $50.OOO,(inn 
plus the am ount to be spent for im ­ 
mediate rehabilitation 
of the 
lines; 
six m o n th s’ notice being necessary of 
the city’s 
intention to 
acquire the 
property. 
The 
ordinances also 
pro­ 
vide for universal transfers th ro u g h ­ 
out the city, a 6-cent fare and 55 per 
cent of th e net revenue of the com pa­ 
nies to be paid to the city. 
T he fight 
for and against tho adoption of these 
ordinances has been exceedingly bit 
tor. 
They were carried by a majority 
of about 40,00ft votes. 
T he vote showed a decided reversal 
of public opinion on the question of 
municipal ow nership compared with 
tho last m ayoralty cam paign two years 
ago. 
At that tim e 
Dunne received 
103,189 votes against 138,071 for Jo h n 
M. Harlan, 
the Republican 
leader 
T h e Prohibitionist ticket received 
294 votes and 
the Socialist 
23,0.3 4. 
T his year 
the Republican 
vote w as 
clos^ to 165,000 and th a t of the D em o­ 
c ra ts close 
to 152,000. 
The Prohibi­ 
tion vote ran slightly above that of 
two years ago, while the Socialist vote 
fell off heavily, It being more than 12,- 
000 loss th an t h a t of th e last city elec­ 
tion. 
Campaign Was Vicious. 


T h e campaign was one of the most 
vicious 
tho 
city lins ever 
known. 
Charges 
and 
counter-charges 
were 
hurled hack and forth, 
the persona 
lives of tile candidates were hold up to 
the public and throughout tile entire 
campaign speakers on both sides in­ 
dulged nigh! after night in tirades th a t 
w ere filled with invectives and abuse. 
T he disagreeable 
features 
of the 
campaign, 
which 
became 
so 
pro­ 
nounced in its latter part, commenced 
when Mayor Dunne circulated a peti­ 
tion for 
a referendum vote 
on the 
traction proposition 
at the 
present 
election. 
Ile 
and his followers 
a n ­ 
nounced th a t 
they had secured 151,000 
signers to this petition, 
80.000 being 
necessary to place the m a tte r before 
tim voters. 
Charges were 
made by 
the Republican party th a t thousands 
of these nam es had been forged and 
that the list had been padded in every 
conceivable 
fashion. 
These 
a s s e r ­ 
tions were vehem ently denied by the 
D em ocrats and tho followers of Mayor 
Dunne, who were in favor of im m e­ 
diate municipal ownership. 
From this 
tim e until the end of the campaign the 
feeling becam e more bitter. 
William Randolph Ilearst eamo p e r­ 
sonally from New York to take p a rt 
in th e cam paign and brought with him 
bis ablest 
cartoonists and 
editorial 
writers. 
His papers were 
the only 
publications 
in the city 
supporting 
Mayor Dunne, all other newspapers be­ 
ing for Russe and the ordinances. 
T he fight between the editorial d e ­ 
p a r tm e n ts b e cam e so energetic t h a t 
the actual issues of the campaign w ere 
for some tim e completely lost sight of. 
T h e papers favoring Russe made much 
of the party cry th a t Chicago was able 
to m a n age its own interests without 
receiving instructions from New York. 
The Henrst papers claimed th ro ug h ­ 
out, the cam paign that Mayor Dunne 
was acting for the hest interests of 
Chicago and that 
It was, therefore, 
their duty to support him.

Case Against 
Sheriff 
Erickson, 


Brought by the County Attorney was 


Dismissed by Agreement 
When the case of the state against 
Edwin Rolf was called Wednesday morn 
ing in municipal court, Mr. Fleming for 
the defense asked if the witness Pat 
Long was present, and when informed 
that he was not, he said tuat although 
he was not called by tho defense but by 
the state, he did not want to go to trial 
without him, and it was stipulated by 
the counsel that the case be continued 
until 2 p. in. which was approved by tho 
court. Tho defendant wras present in 
charge of a deputy, who was asked 
where the sheriff was, and when inform­ 
ed that ho was attending the probate 
court in an insanity case, ho was dirt cled 
to go nnd send him up and he soon ap­ 
peared. The county attorney then ad­ 
dressed the court saying in substance, 
that in regard to the failure of tho 
sheriff to serve the papers in the assault 
case last week, he, tho attorney had no 
personal feeling in the mattor, and if 
the sheriff would make an apology to 
the court for his conduct on that occa­ 
sion, ho would not press the motion made 
at that time for that officer to be made 
to show cause why ho should not bo 
held in contempt. 
Sheriff 
Erickson 
made a statemen; on the same lines as 
advanced at the time the motion was 
made, and Judge Allbright told hun 
that there was no reason why he should 
not work in harmony with the other of­ 
ficers of the court: that Attorney War­ 
ner and Clerk Spencer wore both rea­ 
sonable men, and his conduct at that 
time was not what it should have been; 
that he, tho court, dill not think that it 
was his intention to injure tho county, 
but he should require a statement from 
him that he was willing to do the bid­ 
ding of the court. 
The sheriff replied that it had been 
the custom for the police to do this 
work and in this particular instance the 
warrant had been served by tho police, 
and the subpena had boon given him at 
IO minutes past 0 and made returnable 
at IO, that he was not superhuman and 
hail notified the witness by phone tho 
night before that he might be wanted, 
etc., but if the case was to be pressed he 
would ask until Saturday to prepare af­ 
fidavits in the matter. 
Tho court in­ 
formed him that it rested wholly with 
himself, if he would say that he was 
willing to serve papers and do the work 
of the court, the case would be dropped. 
The sheriff said he was willing to do so, 
and the case was dismissed.
